The commission taking cognizance 
of the stoppage of production in un­ 
ion fields April I, 
asked J . B. A. 
Morrow’, vice president of the Na­ 
tional Coal Association, for statistics 
covering the situation. 
Consumption 
of bituminous

7,500,000 tone 
per w’eek, the report showed, with a 
material increase in sight after April 
I because of w’arm weather.
